120 To Strike 
At Southern 
Airways Here 


One hundred and twenty air- 
craft mechanics employed at 
Southern Airways here will strike 
at 1 a.m. Sunday, Harry A. 
Dempsey, local chairman of the 
Air-Carrier Mechanics Assn., 
AFL-CIO, said Thursday night. 

Southern Airways officials said 
they received a telegram Thurs- 
day from the National Mediation 
Board in Washington stating that 
the union, headquartered in Chi- 
cago, had authorized the Atlanta 
walkout. 

The strike “should cut back 
(Southern Airways) flight,” 
Dempsey predicted. He estimated 
four-fifths of the  air-carrier 
local’s members are mechanics, 
the remainder being “sweepers 
or in other maintenance jobs.” 

Mediation conferences between 
the company and the union were 
broken off here last month when 
they failed to reach agreement on 
renewal of a labor contract that 
expired June 15.

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Public Confidence 
Can Be Restored 


President Eisenhower’s decision to 
make a series of talks on the state of the 
American economy, the defense program 
and efforts for greater scientific achieve- 
ment comes in the nick of time. 

So does the action program in rockets 
and missiles to offset the propaganda and 
political victories won by the Russians 
with their Sputnik. Firing of the Air 
Force rocket to a height of more than 2,000 
miles, another successful test of the 
Jupiter missile, firing of the Vanguard 
and announcement of the atomic depth 
bomb were good news for a jittery Amer- 
ican public. 

The wave of pessimism which has 
been sweeping the country, reflected in 
a sharply declining stock market, busi- 
ness fear, and growing doubt in the ef- 
fectiveness of the administration, needs 
to be checked. Since a great deal of it 
appears to be due to a general lack of 
confidence, positive steps to restore the 
latter must come from the administration 
itself. 

There are encouraging signs that the 
administration is indulging in quite a bit 
of critical self-examination that should 
be worthwhile. Numerous changes in the 
top command and in the Cabinet should 
make it possible to meet the changed 
conditions with new policies. Especially 
is this true in the all-important defense 
and treasury departments. 

The strong resurgence of the stock 
market Wednesday following the Presi- 
dent’s New York speech and announce- 
ment of missiles’ progress has been given 
further impetus by the Federal. Reserve's 
promise to loosen some of its “tight mon- 
ey” controls. All of these should tend to 
stop some of the blues singing and spur 
American business and industry to new 
efforts. 

If any further arguments were need- 
ed to explode the fallacy that foreign af- 
fairs and national security do not affect 
the domestic economy, the stock market 
reaction Wednesday and yesterday should 
dispel them. The truth is that this coun- 
try’s future is inevitably tied to that of 
the remaining free nations and more and 
more people are becoming aware of it. 

Reassuring the country will not be 
enough. That must continue to be ac- 
companied by action. The people need to 
be told the truth. They need guidance 
and encouragement, not boastful plati- 
tudes which tend to induce complacency 
and a feeling of false security. 

Words alone will not meet the Rus- 
sian challenge. The old formulas must 
be discarded where they have failed to 
serve. The President, with events making 
him more and more vulnerable politically, 
must act quietly and positively to meet 
changing situations which the 1956 theme 
of “peace and prosperity” no longer fits. 
He seems to have taken the cue.

This DeKalb Experiment 


Deserves a Good Look 


The DeKalb Board of County Commis- 
sioners and the DeKalb Board of Educa- 
tion are trying an experiment this year 
which is well worth watching. 

When citizens get their tax bills this 
week they also will receive a pamphlet 
outlining how their dollars are being spent. 
While it may not relieve the shock of 
what are certain to be the highest bills 
in county history, at least it should soften 
the blow a bit to know where the money 
is going and why it is necessary. 

Other counties, municipalities and even 
higher governing units might well emu- 
late the DeKalb example. In some in- 
stances it might even give taxpayers a 
hint about unnecessary spending. 

At any rate, the DeKalb experiment 
is a good example. Most counties and 
cities have similar problems but none of 
them have a bigger one. The people, 
whose demands for schools and services 
are in proportion to their numbers, will 
support their government with better 
grace if kept informed.

There Is Much To Do 
In Mental Health Field 


The Georgia Assn. for Mental Health 
at its convention here Saturday will 
explore approaches to problems in a 
field which directly or indirectly af- 
fects practically every family in the 
state. 

One out of every 10 Americans has 
a mental or emotional disorder, the as- 
sociation reports. That fact in itself is 
bad enough but comparably as shocking 
is the attitude of some people toward such 
afflictions. 

A surprising number, still suffering 
under an illusion handed down from the 
dark ages, regards mental .disturbances 
of their loved ones as something of which 
to be ashamed. It is not. Sickness of this 
nature should bear no more of a stigma 
than any other kind of illness. 

Among the brightest hopes for the 
mentally ill are continued medical re- 
search, establishment of screening cen- 
ters and education of the public. There 
is much work to be done. False notions 
must be replaced with truth and realis- 
tic action in order to get the job done.

Detroit. Official Changes 
Mind on Fluoridation 


On fluoridation, James H. Lincoln of 
Detroit started out as an “anti.” 

Mr. Lincoln is a lawyer and a member 
of the Common Council in Detroit. 

For five years he was opposed to fluo- 
ridation because all the literature fur- 
nished him had come from _ those 
opposed. 

But Mr. Lincoln felt that as a public 
official he owed it to the people to study 
the issue carefully. 

He made a thorough investigation, on 
his own. 

After he had heard both sides, he 
made this statement: 

“I have been unreasonable beyond 
justification in the proof that I have de- 
manded. It is with complete certainty that 
I will support fluoridation with all the 
resources at my command, because it is 
the only action that I can justify to my- 
self and to you.” 

To believe with certainty, one must be- 
gin by doubting. 

In Atlanta, more and more persons 
who have been doubtful are coming to 
see that every day the city delays putting 
in fluoridation means one more day its 
youth are being denied the harmless, ef- 
fective benefits of what up to now is 
science’s best weapon against tooth decay.

Western Europe Socialists 


Reject Khrushchev’s Lies 


It is now clear that Nikita S. Khrushchev miscalculated badly 
when he tried to line up the chief Western European Socialist parties 
behind the fantastic Soviet line on the Middle East. It is perhaps 
an indication of the paranoid atmosphere in which Khrushchev him- 
self lives that he even thought the gambit worth playing. 


Western European Socialists are 
often critical of the United States 
but, except perhaps for the Nenni 
Socialists in Italy, they know that 
the United States has no interest 
in promoting war in the Middle 
East and that therefore the Khru- 
shchev charges are simply evil 
fantasy. 

That Khrushchev was leading 
up to some such move has been 
clear, however, for at least two 
years. Beginning in late 1955 he 
has tried sedulously to cultivate 
Socialists and other moderate 
leftists in Europe and in Asia, 
thus reversing the old Stalinist 
line which held that non-Commu- 
nist leftists were “‘lackeys of im- 
perialism.”” Many Socialist groups 
have sent or been invited to send 
delegations to Moscow for talks 
with Soviet leaders, Khrushchev’s 
dinner party with Labor Party 
leaders in London a year and a 
half ago was one of the high spots 
—in excitement, anyway — of the 
Khrushchev-Bulganin visit to 
Britain. 

But surely one of the key fea- 
tures of the past, two years’ events

sires of Khrushchev are with 
those of Democratic Socialists. 
This came obviously to the sur- 
face at Khrushchev’s stormy en- 
counter with the British Labor 
Party leaders in London. 


But sinte then the brutal re- 
pression of the Hungarian revolu- 
tion, among whose leaders were 
Socialists like Anna Kethly, the re- 
imposition of rigid ideological con- 
trols on Soviet culture, and Khru- 
shchev’s menacing waving of 
rocket weapons — all these have 
shown what a wide gulf sepa- 
rates Soviet Communists from 
Democratic Socialists. 

So long as that gulf exists, 
Khrushchev’s attempt to modern- 
ize the old Communist “United 
Front From Below” tactic for use 
against the West is unlikely to 
succeed. .

Fall from Sky, 


Blanketing Town in New Mexico 


PORTALES, N.M., Oct. 24 (®—This eastern New Mexico town 
was blanketed today by a mysterious cobweb-like substance which 


fell from the sky. 


The silky threads, some of them 50 feet long, draped across 
telephone and power lines and created a nuisance in nearby corn 
and cotton fields where harvest is under way. 


A possible’ explanation for 


the phenomenon came from an 


engineer at Sandia weapons base in Albuquerque, who said he had 
heard of similar occurrences in Bakersfield and Fresno, Calif. 

The engineer said they were caused by millions of minute 
particles of dust high in the atmosphere. The dust particles, rub- 
bing together, cause a static charge. This, in turn, causes the dust 
to fall to earth in the cobweb form.

Thiens Leit Few Pounds 
Are Hardest to Lose

Often a dieter makes steady progress in reducing 
—and then, when almost in sight of her goal of nor- 


mal weight, 


she finds the last 10 to 25 pounds the 


greatest hurdle she has faced in her reducing program. 


It’s not that it is more diffi- 
cult to turn down fattening food. 
In fact, that part has become 
easier. Toward the finish line, 
weight loss invariably slows 
down, sometimes to a standstill. 
This is the problem expressed 
in today’s letter. 

“I have lost 50 pounds on your 
protective diet and feel wonder- 
ful. I reduced from a size 42 to 
size 16 and have only 15 pounds 
more to lose. I lost steadily 
until this past month when I 
have lost nary a pound—al- 
though I’m still on the diet. 
Please help me over this last 
hump.” 

DON’T FALTER 

You've done remarkably well, 
so don’t falter now. Be assured 
your reducing course is running 
true to form. Here's the scien- 
tific explanation for the stand- 
still period. Weight loss is de- 
termined by the deficit between 
the number of calories used and 
the number consumed. 

As long as the calories burned 
for energy is 500 to 1,000 a day 
more than the number con- 
sumed in food, stored fat is 
burned, more or less evenly. In 
many instances registration of 
weight loss is irregular, due to

water swings. Apparently you 
did not have to contend with wa- 
ter retention. 

After prolonged reducing, the 
situation changes somewhat. 
You now require fewer calo- 
ries. Bear in mind that calorie 
requirements are directly relat- 
ed to body weight: the heavier 
person burns more calories. In 
short, with 50 less pounds your 
calorie needs are lower. More- 
over, nature has a way of ad- 
justing to restricted food supply 
and runs the body on less fuel. 


BURN MORE CALORIES 


At this point two measures 
are helpful . . . step up protein 
and exercise so as to burn more 
calories. A two to three-mile 
straight-away walk daily would 
do wonders for you. Here’s a 
sample high-protein menu: 

Breakfast: 
ond egg white, scrambled (no 
fat); thin slice toast, fruit juice, 
clear coffee. 

Lunch: Generous serving of 
broiled fish or lean meat, or 
non-cream cottage cheese, \% 
cup; skim milk in hot soup or 
as a beverage, and sliced to- 


vegetables, no butter; a second 
glass of skim milk or butter- 
milk; fresh fruit. Restrict salt 
for three days. 

Be content to lose slowly and 
stabilize your weight loss as you 
go along.

In the long run, she 
emphasized, these could be 
much costlier.

For the benefit of mothers still 
debating the question, she urged 
that proper respect and recogni- 
tion be given to “one of the 
hardest job in the world’’—run- 
ning a household and raising a 
family. ““To be a full-time moth- 
er and homemaker and also car- 
ry a full-time job seems too 
much to expect of any woman,” 
she said, and it can only be 
done by adjustments within the 
family and adjustments on the 
part of employers.

Mothers who do go out to work 
should know, she said, that the 
quality of mothering she gives 
her child is more significant 
than the number of hours de- 
voted to him. “The important 
thing is the quality of the greet- 
ing or listening, not whether it 
happens two hours earlier or lat- 
er, if the child is not at loose 
ends meanwhile,” she said. 

Mrs. O¢ettinger listed among

He is decked out in 
a light-brown suit and, as usual, he’s 
armed with a clip board. 

Beside the Gamecock bench, 
there is a small tent or tepee. 
Giese has installed a closed-circuit 
TV set, and it soon became appar- 
ent that he intends to employ the 
two-platoon coaching system today. 

Ouflar Sam Vickers, the junior quarter-

ever, he came racing out of the tepee when halfback King Dixon’s 
third-down pass was incomplete. The Gamecocks then needed five 
yards for a first down, but fullback Don Johnson netted only four. 

Howard jumped off his chair as they came out for the measure- 
ment, then set an intercollegiate record for spitting distance when 
the referee signalled the ball belonged to Clemson. 

With South Carolina on defense, Giese vacated the tepee and 
observed from the 50. He took time out to lecture quarterback Vick- 
ers, presumably about the march which expired on the Clemson 24. 

Clemson eventually worked out of the jam, and Charlie’ Horne, 
who once wore a Georgia Tech suit, then put the pressure on the 
Gamecocks by punting out on the 7.

—There’s a Rainbow Over Howard’s Shoulder 


At this juncture, Coach Howard began interviewing players 
on the Clemson bench, then crossed his arms while the Tigers 
moved out of the danger zone. 

By now the second quarter is unreeling and Coach Giese has 
completely abandoned the TV tepee, apparently figuring that a 
seat on the 50 is a better observation point. With some six min- 
utes remaining in the period, the sun peeked between heavy 
clouds, and a rainbow formed over Howard’s shoulder. 

However, the outlook isn’t too bright for Clemson. South Caro- 
lina has zoomed from its own 25 to the Clemson 11, largely on the 
sparkling sprinting of halfback Alex Hawkins. 

Giese has advanced to the Clemson 40, but Howard is holding 
firm at mid-field. Frank hasn’t noticed the rays of sunshine and 
is still draped out in rain paraphernalia. 

Hawkins, in two carries, Johnson and Dixon managed a net loss 
of a yard in four downs, however, and the Tigers have repelled the 
most serious threat of the game. 

Howard is now unwrapping a new plug, and quarterback Harvey 
White is giving Frank something to chew about. With the aid of 
two penalties, Clemson negotiated an 86-yard touchdown excursion 
in only four plays. White rambled for 21 yards after Atlantan Mike 
Dukes bucked for 12. He then flipped a 28-yard pass to halfback 
Bill Matchis and threaded a 15-yard TD strike to halfback Sonny 
Queensberry. 

Coach Howard celebrated the score by spitting and clapping his 
hands, while Coach Giese kneeled around the Carolina 40. Only 1:22 
remained in the half, and now, the bands are coming on and the 
players are going out for refreshments. 

Perhaps the 6-0 lead has settled his nerves, for Coach How- 
ard seems as relaxed as Alonze Stagg. He hasn’t had any reason 
to be tense this quarter, for the Tigers have used up almost 
eight minutes in a thrust to the Carolina 6, Uh, oh, there’s 
something to excite him, for Clemson was guilty of clipping at 
the six, and the scoring bid was stymied.

Well, that’s exactly what the Central of Georgia Railway lost in its opera- 
tion of trains Nos. 32 and 33, known as the “Southland,” between Albany and 
Atlanta during the 12-month period ended August 31, 1957. Any sound-think- 
ing person can readily recognize that the solvency of any company or corpora- 
tion would soon be jeopardzed should conditions of this kind be permitted to 


Public use of the “Southland” has steadily declined during recent years, 
which now necessitates action on the part of the Central of Georgia and one of 
its connecting lines in seeking permission to discontinue its operation. 


Quoting from an editorial in a Central of Georgia on-line newspaper: 


“Pullman trains such as these which offer sleeping car and dining car 
service between Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati and Florida points are 
much more costly than all-coach trains. There must be a Pullman con- 
ductor in addition to regular conductor and every sleeper has to have 
a porter. Dining car stewards, cooks and waiters must be employed. 
Terminal costs go up in relation to the number of cars passing through 


and all these labor costs alone piled on top of each other mount 
alarmingly.” 


The Central of Georgia has long since reached that “alarmed” stage and 
it has, therefore, been determined that since the traveling public does not use 
the “Southland” at least to the break-even point, we have no alernative but 
to seek its discontinuance. 


For those who have been using the “Southland” intraveling between 
points on the Central, there will remain the train “Flamingo,” which operates 
between Atlanta and Albany on the following schedule:

Kickoff time is also party time in Georgia. 

Not only is the grandstand full of cold and excited tans, but the 
living room, dining room and kitchen will be full of them if they're 
given half a chance. The pregame or after-game party is just what most 
of.the football ardents are looking for. 


In dips or spreads, or just by itself in scores of subtle flavor varia- 
tions, cheese is an all-American entry in the party line-up. 


There was a time when most cheese came from the lands across 
the sea dnd was imported especially for gourmets and epicures. Back in 
those days American cheese was the foreigner on American tables. 


Now the romance of faraway lands—Switzerland, Italy, Holland, 
Denmark, France and many others—is only as far away as the neigh- 
borhood grocer. 


To give an American touch to these distinctive foreign flavors, why 
not arrange them in a real football setting—on a miniature football 
field. The stadium is constructed of Swiss, Cheddar, Blue, Edam, Camem- 
bert and Provolone. The offensive team is huddled in a uniform of dill 
pickles, Gouda cheese and stuffed olives. For contrast, their opponents 
wear Cheddar, black olives and pearl onions. 


Individual football players can be set up at intervals on the party 
table. They are made with olive helmets, almond faces, green and black 
olive bodies, cheese stick legs, olive feet, cheese or olive shoulder pads and 
olive arms with an almond football. 


Chilled grandstanders will warm up.to this hot cheese dip after a cool 
afternoon at the game.- 


GRANDSTAND CHEESE DIP 
% cup butter 2 cups shredded Cheddar cheese 
¥% eup flour 1 cup shredded Provolone cheese 
2 cups milk ' 1 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
2 thisps. grated onion Dash cayenne pepper 


Melt butter; stir in flour until smooth. Graduaily.add milk and cook 
over low heat until thick, stirring constantly. Add onion, Worcestershire 
sauce and pepper. Blend in cheese slowly until melted. Serve hot with 
green pepper strips, cucumber wedges. carrot curls, baby wieners, sweet 
or dill pickles, cauliflower or broccoli flowers, celery sticks, pineapple 
chunks.and.apple and pear wedges.

eon meats of all kinds. The fans will give the hostess a rousing cheer 
of eratitude. 


FOOTBALL CHEESE SPREAD 
3 cups shredded Cheddar cheese 2 tbisps. grated onion

While the meat browns, melt 
the 2 tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine in a 2-quart saucepan. 
Add the rice. Cook slowly, stir- 
ring occasionally, until the rice 
turns a yellowish color. Slowly 
add the 1 teaspoon salt and 2% 
cups water. Bring to a vigorous 
boil over a high heat. Turn the 
heat down low. Cover. Simmer 
over this low heat 14 minutes. | 
Remove the saucepan from the | on 
heat but leave the lid on until 
ready to serve at least 10 
minutes. 


After the meat browns, sprin- 
kle with the 1% teaspoons salt 
and black pepper.
